— Iriivort of "Cinematoffraph films not exposed" (S. No. 110/IV) 
under the Export Promotion Scheme. 

No. 94-ITC(PN)/62.—Attention of the importers is invited to para 10 of 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. ll-ITC(PN)/69, dated 11th 
February, 1959, read with para 3 of Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public 
Notice No. 98-ITC(PN)/58, dated I9th November, 1968, whereby Import of colour¬ 
ed raw films is allowed under the Export Promotion Scheme against export 
earnings in the ratio of 4:6, if the individual producer enters into a contract with 
a foreign company for producing a film or for exhibition abroad of a film produc¬ 
ed by him or one which is under production and is prepared to establish his 
contract through irrevocable documents. 

2. On a review of the position it has been decided that in deserving cases, re¬ 
quests for grant of licences for import of colour positive raw stock under the 
Export Promotion Scheme will also be considered without moduction of a con¬ 
tract for exhibition of the film abroad with the foreim exhibitor. Licences in 
such cases will be granted subject to suitable safeguards.
